These phrases are from a re- 
markably comprehensive report 
made public yesterday prepared 
by the Labour Officer, Mr. H. R. 
Butters on Labour and Labour 
Conditions in Hong Kong, which 
is one of the most interesting 
official documents for some time.

Mr. Butters’ main tecommen- 
dations in connection with the 
Labour Office are shortly— 
(a) a Trade Union Ordinance,’

. IMMIGRATION PROBLEM 

At the outsct, Mr. Butters 
analyses Jabour conditions in tho 
Colony from the viewpoint of ag- 
gregate population, remarks that 
excossive immigration dopresses 
the standard of living of the 
workers and adds that, with the 
imposaibility of a tariff defence 
it is feared by many that any 
improvement in working — con- 
ditions would in economic com- 
petition with a less socially de- 
veloped China end-in depriving 
the workers of work ond that, as 
it has been expressed, excessive 
factory legislation may leaye the. 
Colony with the logislation but 
without the factories. 

The Report goes on to sum- 
marise the rise of labour to politi- 
cal prominence in . China, tha 
growth in power of the trade 
unions in the Kuomintang organi-’ 
sation, and their subsequont do- 
cline to practical impotence. The 
history of guilds and trade unions 
in Hong Kong, he points out, runs 
parallel with that in China, so 
that “After the failure of the 
general strike and boycott in 1926 
and the proscription of the two 
big political unions, the surviving 
Hong Kong Unions became little 
more than friondly societies con- 
cerned moro with the provision of 
funeral expenses for the dead than 
the improvement of the condi- 
tion of the living.” : 

SOCIAL LEGISLATION 

The Report then deals with the 
history of soclal legislation in 
Hong Kong, the measures taken 
to prasent industrial exploitation 
of children, to regulate the’ em- 
ployment of women in certain in- 
dustries, to secure sanitary con- 
ditiona-in factories and so on. 

Dealing more specifically with 
conditions in factorios and work- 
shops, the Report soys, at one 
point: 

As female labour is cheaper 
than. male. labour, female labour 
preponderates in ‘those trades 
whore dexterity rather than phy- 
sical strength fo required.

While in these instances the ox- 
planation of inadequate physique 
may be suiliciont, yot' in’ many 
forms of work it is frequently 
necessary to employ several men 
to do the work of one, The plum- 
ber’s mate has proliferatcd into a 
gang of assistants whoso service 
is often only to stand and walt, 
As o result, instead of one man 
drawing a reasonable wige we 
find several cxisting at subsia- 
tence level, which may avoid un- 
employment but debases the stan- 
dard of living. This diffusion of 
work is obviatad in many factories 
by the introduction of the pieco 
work system..In the Jarge indus- 
trial undertakings, such as the 
dockyards, one has no difficulty 
in distinguishing the departments 
in which piece work or time work 
prevails, 

The system of sub-contracting 
for labour is generally criticised 
ag is the apprentice system, as ‘an 
excuse to obtain cheap labour in 
return for little or no wages. 


CHIEF CRITICISM, 
The chiof criticiam that may be 
made against existing factories is 
that most of them were not da- 
signed as such but have been con- 
verted from tenement floors built 
for housing purposes. In Hong 
Kong there are 118 factory type 
buildings as against 409 convert- 
cd tenement floors, and in. Kow- 
loon 180 factory type buildings and 
1,041. converted tenement floors. 
In Kowloon eighty per cent, of the 
converted tenements are situated 
in the Shamshuipo, Taikoktaul, 
and Mong Kok areas, In sixtcon 
instances tho number of floors 
rented by certain factories ox- 
ceeds ten, in one caso os Many as 
thirty floors have been converted 
into one factory.

Analysis of wages and cost of 
living is rendered difficult by the 
tact that no adequate survey has 
yet been: made of the cost of liv- 
ing of the Iabouring classcs In 
Hong Kong. : 

On tho wages side, it is revenl- 
ed that the artisan class js com- 
paratively well paid and that wo- 
men employees on pieco-work may 
earn as little as 16 cents for 2 9- 
hour day. : 

In tho matter of housing for

-Outside Foochow Itself were a 
number of warships and aircraft 
carriers, but in-the case of Hing- 
hwa, for instance, people there 
“saw nothing, heard nothing and 
“knew nothing.” ‘ 

The s.8, Haiching brought Mra, 
Pratt ond her son Michael In from 
HInghwa. She stated that seven 
foreigners were remaining in the 
port, :

Scistan from San- 
tuao, while the Rey. Alvaro de la 
Ygbria, Mrs, C. E. Sandstrom,

NO GL.JERAL EVACUATION 
They told the “Herald” that 


there was little likelihood of any 
general evacuation of - Foochow; 
most of the residents, including a 
number of women, had decided to 
stay there despite the Japancsc 
“ultimatum.” 

They were amused by a message 
curried in a. Hong Kong newspa- 
per which purported to come from 
the “Rt, Rev, John Hind, Angli- 
can Bishop of Fukien,” in which 
Bishop Hind was supposed to 
have telegraphed the intention of 
the majority of forcigners to re- 
main jn Foochow. 

It was pointed out that Bishop 
Hind left Foochow a year ago! 
The present Anglican Bishop of 
Fukien is Bishop Sargent, form- 
er headmaster of the Diocesan 
Boys’ School.

ents and schoo! are working together 
for the children’s good. [ would 
welcome, too, any stiggestions which 
come from your own knowledge und 
experience of your children, und 
would be prepared to net on them 
wherever it ix feasible, 

"Children growing up in Hong 

Kong are, ax you know, in a rather 
tnusual position. They nre growing 
up canfronted by two jrreat civilizne 
tions—the Chinese ond the Eneliah. 
There are disadvantages as well as 
advantages in this aituntion, But if 
we use them rightly [ think that the 
advantages may be mude enaily to 
outwelgh the disadvantagen. 
. 'That brings me to what I always 
think {s the most important part of 
n school report—tho future of our 
students, A school can only be the 
jumping-off ground to the world out- 
side, Here too, I have been encour- 
aged to find how many of our girls 
are doing useful work..A good num:

ONLY A PART 

The ARP. Offico countory this 
criticism by pointing out that in 
the first place, anti-gas mensures 
form only a part .of the general 
precautions. It must alao be re- 
memberad; it is pointed, out, that; 
particuldr aspect were. 
ignored, the enemy might decide 
to try a yas-bomb attack, Know- 
ledge of the fact that Hong Kong 
was fully prepared to meet any 
such attack might prove an ef- 
fective detorrent. 

With regard to the dropping of 
incendiary bombs, the Air Raid 
Precautions Scheme calls for the 
manning of key-points by Air Raid 
Wardens. Incendiary bombs do 
not penetrate to any great dis- 
tance, and rarely below the top 
floor or attic of a house. 

TEST BOMBS 

In the.event of incendiary 
bombs being dropped, the Air 
Raid Wardens, with sand and 
shovels already prepared for any 
such emergency, will immediately 
tackle the menace. Part of the 
training of Wardens deals with 
incendiary bombs, u Jarge number 
of which are now on their way to 
Hong Kony in a Blue Funnel 
steamer; they will be used for 
training purposes. 

Should the fire get beyond his 
contro}, tha Wardon will ‘immedi- 
ately communicate with A.R.P. 
Headquarters, who in turn will 
get in touch with the P.W.D, 


A lorryful of men, trained in. 
speedy and effective demolition 
wark, would be on the spot in a 
few minutes.

Great Britain's position in the 
Eastern Mediterrancan, Improved 
ne it Is by: hor.arrangement: with 
Grecco, is greatly strengthened by 
her now ogreomont with Turkty.

and the African coast. But if she 
has strength, she also, has some 
weakness; if she can 
threaten and coerce, she must also 
give dramatic hostages to fortune.

Cyprus Potential . 
Appreciation of the nature of 
the issucs at. stake makes it clear, 
then, that British—and French— 
power must and can be uphold in 
the Mediterranean, And the posi- 
tion, though not froe from difficul- 
ty, has a definite balance of ad- 
vantage for the- Democratic states.

Such hicldents as this might be 
multipled without end, for old 
Hong Kong was the hotbed -of 
every kind of crime, and the-police 
force, which was.composed of 
European  beuchcombers,  de- 
serters, ne'er-do-wells, and worth- 
less Indian idlers, was powerless 
to cope with it, 

‘Every issue of the local press 
of that day abounded in items of 
news that revealed the inefficiency 
of the police and the daring of 
the Chinese bandits. Here 
a few examples from the pages 
of Hong Kong newspapers at that 
time: : 

January 15, 1850: “This day oc- 
curred tho forcible abduction of a 
Chincee by a body of five men, in 
presence of o hundred of his own 
countrymen, who refused al] as- 
sistance, though appealed to by 
the constable on duty.” 

March 26, 1850: “A mysterious 
robbery has been committed at 
the British Hotel. A small cash- 
box containing a large quantity of 
gold in doubloons, sovereigns, 10

florin pleces, &e., was placed in 
charge of the landlord, who lock- 
ed it up in an fron safe in which 
money and’ valuables to a con- 
siderable amount were deposited: 
The Inndlord has not. to his know- 
ledge lost’ possession of his key;

cash-box hay been opened, 
emptied of its contents, and pieces 
of brick substituted for the trea- 
sure,” : 

April 16, 1860: “Stolen during 
the night of tho 13th instant, from 
« house in Queen's Road, East, op- 
posite Messrs, Turnor and Co's. 
premises—1 pair boots, 1 pair 
shoegs,-and some Chinese clothing. 
‘The thloves made a hole through 
the wall at the side of the house. 
++++.+Tho Police constable on the 
beat has been dismissed from the 
force, for his negligence in not 
preventing the robbery.” 

_May 21, 1860; “On the night of 
the 18th instant, an Indian Con- 
stable observed a Chinese lurking 
on .the road in the rear of Tai- 
ping-shan, After some manocuver: 
Ing he: succeeded in seizing the 
suspicious object by the tail, and 
imagined he had him safe. In an 
instant the man was off, leaving 
a false queue in the astonished 
constable’s hand as a memento of 
their. meeting.” 

May 28, 1850: “Gaol Break. 
Thos. Steele, sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment for cutting 
und wounding, and John Newton, 
Inte mate of the brig “Gallant,” 
sentenced to 12 months’ imprison- 
ment for stealing 2 number of 
Rupees, placed a plank from the 
roof of an outhouse against the 
prison wall of. Victoria Guol, and 
gaining the coping, dropped down 
on the outside, a fall of 18 or 20 
feet. Three constables found them 
the same .afternoon, dead-drunk 
in a brothel in Tal-ping-shan, and 
arrested them.” : 


Wretched Quality —- 


_ Tho local press, however, re- 
garded the attack upon the honest 
German sen-coptain us the last 
straw and demanded reform, The 
moat outspoken of theso critics of 
the polico wns the Hong Kong 
Register, which declared: 

‘Tho first and greatest of tho 
local evils ix the constitution of 
tho police force. Wo are not un- 
reasonable cnough to charge upon 
tho police the prevention .of every 
folony, or its ultimate detection. 
Robberies as aggravated as the 
caso before us, in all savo the cut- 
throat character of. the thicf, havo 
occurred ogain and again in the 
atreets of London, but still thoro 
is no ga{nsaying the fact, that the 
stuff of which our police force og 
a whole, is composed, {8 of tho 
Most wretched quality, and our only 
surpriao is, that out of such misor- 
able matorials, Mr, May (tho first 
Superintendent of  Polico in 
Hong Kong) ‘contrives to givo 
us that amount of protection which, 
generally speaking, wa enjoy. .

“There appears to us to be only 
one remedy for this evil—namely 
—to get better men and to pay 
them a decent wage.” 


Night Duty | 

It had been proposed sometime 
before, that a body of constables 
should be brought out from Eng- 
Jand—but the local press succinct- 
ly pointed out that “the probable 
resu!t of such a measure would be, 
what with night duty in a tropical 
climntc—change of habit and as- 
sociations, and the chances which 
are open here to stendy Europeans 
of bettering their condition, that 
at the end of six months, such a 
force would be reduced to zero. 
Even though the pay of a Euro- 
pean constable should be tho 
muaxnificent sum of $10 a month; 
if he was a good steady man, ho’ 
could casily securo that amount 
as ‘a gentleman’s servant, and ro- 
ceive his-board and lodging freo,” 
It seems impossible that a police 
constable was expected to be able 
to live on such a small salary, but 
perhaps it was increased by “pre- 
sents” when he sought to arrest 
People. 

"We believe it has also been in 
contemplation to bring over 
direct 8 body of Manilamen 
(Filipinos)" continued the Hoiig 
Kong Register—“but if we ire 
correctly informed, exporionce has 
shewn that they do not make good 
policemen. From all we can learn 
the most Hkely quarter from 
which to import really good na- 
tives, is Madras—they all spoak 
more or less English, and aro not 
.50 weakly or degenerate in stature 
as the Bengalees, ond altogethor 
would form, if properly selected, 
perhaps tho best available ele- 
ments ofa pollce force, Euro- 
peans, wo should consider, as de- 
cidedly the worst possible, under 
the circumstances.” : 

Thus sagely debated .the .press 
on the beyt ways to reform what 
was perhaps tho most’ corrupt 
police force that could be imagin- 
ed. Charles May, the first Super- 
intendent of Police (appointed in 
1845), had no sinecure, and it is 
remarkable how well he managed 
on what material’ he had. Even 
then, he was always short of mon, 
and it waa often the custom to 
impress European seamen . who 
wero “doing time” in Victoria Gaol 
into service as constables in times 
of emergency. 


Life A Nightmare 


In the meantimo the crime wave 
continued unabated, piracies in 
the harbour, and crimes of vio- 
Ience on shore made life a night- 
mare for residents in old Hong 
Kong. At last things camo to auch 
& pass that they demanded action, 
declaring that the “cdntiguity of 
tho mainland of China to: Hong 
Kong, and the extraordinary char- 
acterofthestrip of water, in cut- 
ting off all right of pursuit on our 
part, mako it incumbent for the 
public good, to havo the most ex- 
pert and efficient police force, that 
knowledge and money can secure.” 

But ib was a Jong hard fight and 
it was not. until the next decade

THE grave deuution at 

Tientsin is of ‘Ja- 
panese making and its 
future development de- 
pends upon ‘the Japan- 
ese. The demand for the 
delivery of four Chinese 
whom they describe as 
“terrorists” is only an 
excuse. It is a pretext 
just as in the case of 
Kulangsu at Amoy; it 


is not the real issue. 

Certain Chinese animated by 
patriotism and probably driven to 
desperation by the duxtruction of 
thalr homes, the death of their 
fathor or brothers, and the mal- 
treatment of ‘thelr mother and sis- 
ters at the hands of the Japanese, 
have taken the law Into thelr own 
hands In order to wreak vongeance 
upon other Chinese whom they 

. considered to bo 100 por cent. 
traitors because they worked for 
tho Japatiese, the open onemics of 
the Chiftese people. 

Such heldents may be disngree- 
ublo to the Japanese but do not 
worry thetn much. Thoy. occur 
everywhere in China in ‘arens oc- 
vupled by Japancse troops as well 
ns inalde forelgn settlements and 


concessions, Not very long ago an 
{mportunt member of the Nanking 
puppet regime was assassinated in 
{he New Asia Hotel, one of the 
heavily guarded Japanese head- 
quarters in Hongkew, which is a 
part of the International Settle- 
ment at Shanghai and which has 
been occupied by the Japanese 
military authorities as a base of 
military operations ever since the 
beginning of the present conflict. 
Similar occurrences in the foreign 
settlements and concessions under 
foreign control could therefore be 
No more ascribed to negligence or 
connivance on tho part of the for- 
efyn municipal police. If the 
Japanese were really unxlous— 
which is not the case-—nbout the 
safety of their Chinese pyppets, 
they could casily give them effec- 
tive protection {n the areas under 
Japancso occupation and keep 
them away from the foreign sct- 
tlements and concessions,

MY personal alle-- 

giance to democracy 
rests upon a conviction 
which I was obliged to 
acquire, since it was 
basically foreign to my 
bourgeois - intellectual 
origins and upbringing. 
I mean the conviction 
that the political and the 
social are parts of the 
human; they belong to 
the totality of human 
problems and must be 
drawn into the whole. 
Otherwise we leave a 
dangerous gap in our 
cultural life. 


‘Perhaps it sounds strange that 
I should so simply .cquate = de- 
mocracy with politics and define’ 
it, with no more ado, as the politl- 
cal aspect of the intellect, the 
readiness of the intellect to be 
political, But indeed, I did that 
twenty years ago, in a Jargo and 
laborious work called “The Re- 
flections of an Unpolitical Man”. 
And thorein my definition was not 
only negative but cven belliger- 
ently go. 1 defined democracy us 
the political function of the 
intollect, and [ opposed it with all 
my power, in the name of culture 
—and even in the name of free- 
dom. For in accordance with ny 
Intellectual traditions, what I 
meant by freedom was moral 
freedom. Of tho connection be- 
tween moral and social freedom | 
understood Httle and cared less. 
'Tho book was written during the 
war. It consisted of a passionate 
self-cxaminution ond revision of 
principles, in short of all by tra- 
ditional values, which were in- 
tellectual, bourgeois, German and 
unpolitical. Cultyre for me meant 
music, metaphysics, psychology; 
meant o pessimistic, ethic and an 
individualistic idealism. in the 
cultural‘ fleld. From it I contemp- 
tuously . excluded everything 
political. 


NOW THAT I HAVE BECOME 
POLITICAL 


But self-examination, 
thorough enough, is nearly al-: 
ways. the first step towards 
change. I waa to discover that no 
one who learns to know himself 
remains just what he was before. 
The book itself, in its urgent haste 
to talk about everything all at 
once, was the expression of a- 
crisis, of a new situation evoked 
by profoundly upsetting. outward 
events, Thanks to these, the ques- 
‘tion of each of us us a human be- 
Ing,*the problem of. humanity as. 
u whole, began to challenge -bota 
my mind ond my conscience more 
sharply. than ever before. I came 
to sec that there js no clear divid- 
ing.line between ‘the intellectual 
and the political; that the German 
bourgeoisie had erred in thinking 
that a man of culture could re- 
main unpolitical; that our culture 
itself stood in the greatest dan- 
ger whereyer and whenever it 
lacked interest and aptitude for 
the political. In short, an acknow- - 
ledgment of democratic feeling 
rose to my Hps. Deypite all the in- 
hibitions of my anti-political up- 
bringing this was not to be sup- 
pressed, I did not suppress it— 
and for that I am grateful to my 
good genius, For where should I 
stand to-day, on what sido should 
1 bo, if in my conservation I had 
clung. toa Germany which in the 
end has not been saved dy all of 
Ite music and all of its intellec- 
tuallsm, from” surrendcr "to the 
lowest form of worship of power, 
nor from- a barbarism which 
threatens the foundations of our 
Western civilisation? : 

The unhappy course of German 
history, which has issued in the. 
cultural ‘catastropho of ‘National 
Soclailem, is in truth very much 
bound up with that unpolitical 
east of the bourgeois mind, and 
with ite anti-democratic: habit of 
looking ‘down..the. nose :from its 
intelleetual and cultural hofght at 
the sphere of political and social 
action, ar t 
: Not long ago J-was made froshs 

iy aware of this when I happen-

stinct. Hoe was the strongest op- 
ponent-of Hegel, and declared 
that the Hegellan system—with 
Its npotheosls of politics and its 
“bee-hive” theory of the state as 
tho culminating point of all hu- 
man striving — was the grossest 
philistiniam. For tis part, 
Schopenhauer regarded the state 
ns a necessary ovil, He would 
neither criticise, ho said, nor mix 
into the affairs of those whose 
thankless task it [s to govern men 
—an addlecpated lot at best—in 
order to preserve order, execute 
the laws, and protest the righta 
of tho propertiod classes against 
the countless: hordes who had 
nothing to boast of but their phy- 
sical strength. ‘ 
To-day we know the inhuman 
horrors of a code wherein it is 
the end of man, to be’ consumed 
in the state, We can understand 
very well any objections to the 
absolute power of the state, which, 
ns Schophenhauer put it, 
“snatches the lofty goal of exis- 
tence away from our eyes.” But 
the conception of the state as an 
institution created for jrotec- 
tion of property—does that not 
smack as much of the philistine 
as Hegel’s idolatry of the state, 
us such? And our small capitalist 
philosopher's ironic disclaimer. of 
any ambition to mix in politics— 
might not, that be regarded as a 
refusal to entertain any spiritual

passion for the rights and happi- 
ness of mankind? Now it was 
Schopenhauer who, declared that 
his motto in life was not to. worry 
about the Holy Roman Empire. 
For this;.ho flippantly said, he 
thanked God every morning! One 
can scarcely. know how to credit 


“such aw phillstine evasion of “re-- 


sponsibility. in so doughty an in- 
tellectual fighter as Schopenhauer 
surely was. 

In other words, cvery surren- 
der on the part of the intellect is 
an error and a self-deception, One 
does not get clear of politics that 
way. One only approaches politics 
from the wrong side—and with 
so much the more violence, To be 
a-political simply means to. be 
anti-democratic; but we scarcely 
realisu, save in a crisis, what a 
suicldal position the mind has 
thus. taken. Schopenhaucr’s —at- 
titude in the revolution of 1B48 
was tragi-comic; it was. both 
shabby ahd grim. His heart was 
not at all with those presumed 
fanatics who hoped to -xuide.Gor- 
man public fo in a direction that 
might have changed the course 
of European history for the bet- 
ter and happier. That should have 
been the interest of every man of 
intellect, and it was in the direc- 
tlon of deniocracy, Bat Schopen- 
hauer called the common peoplo 
the “souverane Canaille.” When 
from the window of the philoso- 
pher’s house an officer was recon- 
noitering tho men on the barri- 
cades,; Schopenhauer ostentatious- 
ly handed over his own opora- 
glasses .that ho might sec better 
to dircct the fire. Is that being 
superior to the political? No, it 
is simply reactionary. - passion— 
the grounds of which are; indeed, 


intellectually quite clear to us. 
It would take us too far, afleld . 


to inquire Into “the roots’ of 
Schopenhauer’s anti-revolutionary 
bias, But this much is plain: that 


it arose logically and by process 


of thotght from his conception 
of tho world; that.it hud its roots, 
algo, in his temperament, his fun- 
damental. tralt of- ethical .peasim- 
jemn. : His was tho charactoristic 
movd of “the Cross, Death and 
tho Gravo” which by psychologl- 


cal. law fevls revoltad:by rhetoric, 


by onthuslasm:for freedom, and 
by the cult. of humanity. Schopen- 
hauer become; then, a- political 


anti-revolutipnory becatise of his 


melancholy:and his critical spirit, 
his roverence for ‘suffering and 
his. hateotl alike of. . “indecent 
optimiani aid: prog tost-presching 
‘demnagogueky.*..Butah. this. only 
maken -him.a porfect ‘specimen ‘of 


the old :famniliar’ typo, tHo German, 
‘bourgeofs:: Gékman': procisoly: bo- 


‘of his 


conservative radicalism, its ab- 
solute remoteness from democra- 
tic pragmatism; its goniality, also, 
and its profound und‘ foolhardy 
indifference to freedom. All these 
are quite specifically German, or- 
thodox—and dangerous, : 


WILL GERMANS PROFIT HARD 
EXPERIENCE? 


This political passivity und re- 
moteness from democrucy hos 
frightfully avenged itself. Gor- 
many lias been sacrificdd to a 
state totalitarianism which has 
robbed her not-only of elvic but 
of moral freedom. If wo identify 
with the recognition that the 
political and social are constituent 
parts of the human; if we say 
that democracy, in defending her 
civil frecdom, defends her ethical 
freedom as well; then the opposite 
vf democracy —— into which the 
anti-democratic arrogance. of in- 
tellect dialectically transforms 
itself{—is that theory and that 
fundamentally anti-human prac- 
tico which makes the political do- 
minate the whole field of human 
affairs to tho exclusion of evary- 
thing else. There is a ruthless and 
tragic consistency in its opera- 
tions from knowing ‘nothing but 
the state, thinking of nothing but 
power, sacrificing the human be- 
ing, to sacrificing all that pertains 
to humanity itself and moking an 
end of freedom once and for all. 
The absence of political experi- 
ence on the part of the ' Intel- 
lectual German bourgeois and his 
contemptuous attitude towards 
democracy, his scorn for freedom 
—which to him was nothing but 
libertarian cant—all this resulted 
in nothing leas than the enslave- 
ment of the citizen to the state 
and to power politics, It made of 
his fe and labour a mere func- 
tlon of totalitarianism, and so de- 
based him that. one asky how he 
cnn ever again hold up his head 
before the world, 

Granted that he cacapes with 
his life from this frightful expori- 
enco; granted that German cul- 
ture—which, following Goethe, 
we are fain to belicve must al- 
ways bo a bourgeois culture—sur- 
vives the degradation called Na- 
tional Socialism, we must hope 
that the disastrous consequences 
political blindness have 
served him as a harsh but whole- 
some school. Often I have ‘said: 
“Before things can get-bettor. in 
Germany, they must reach the 
point where when they hear the 
word freedom, ‘Germans burst 
into tears.” They do not seem to 
be far from that point now. After 


:aix years-of the-Gestapo state, it 
looks as though the German bour- 


geols is coming to understand the 
meaning of the words freedom, 
justice, human dignity, duty and 
conscience. And to understand 
that these words are more than 
the humanitarian mouthings of o 
cheap revolutionarism, But cer- 
tain things are more eduily lost 
than found again, The customy re- 
mains'a doubtful question, the 
answer to which deponds not 
alone on the duration of the pre- 
sent catustrophe, on its character 
us episode or.as epoch, but on 
whother the bourgcols Intellectual 
of Germany will be able to profit 
by his hard exporience. 

For the momont destiny takes 
its course. We witness the para- 
dox of tho decline of that German 
mind which was scornful of poli- 
ties. The bourgeois anti-revolu- 
tlonury undorstood revolution only 
on the religious or the intellec- 
tual plane. In the end ho has been 
impressed into servico ab the 
sans-culotte standard-bearer of 
the most extravagant revolution 
the world has over seen. Cortain~ 
ly. ove cannot call this revolution 
Intellectual; one can scarcely call 
it human, It is directed against 
everything that occidental -clvill~ 
sation has taught us to call elther 
mind or humanity, No; it is a re- 
volution of absolute and  de- 
berate destruction aid disinte- 
gration of all the foundations of 
morality, in the interest of the 
one idea of power.”” | i

To-day, a8 a hundred signs 
betray, it is even ready to fly that 
one from which it promised to 
protect tho bourgeois world: I 
mean the Bolshovist flung. 


ENEMY OF HUMANKIND — 


The bourgcosie of Europe—and 
even of the world—have been 
taken in by the pretense of this 
thoroughly dishonest and cynical 
movenient, that it was a bulwark 
againot bolshevism. The bourgeois 
Nterally trembles at this word. 
The time ia probably past when it 
would do him’ any good to recog- 
nise his error, Jt is an inexcusable 
error. For no sound instinct could 
fail to realise. that this move 
ment, with its nibilistic goal— 
though it began by assuming vari- 
ous idealistic disguises, such as 
nationalism) and lower  middle- 
class conservatism—is nothing 
else than what the bourgeois mind 
conjures up as bolsheviam, All the 
horrors associated with “that 
upoculyptic words bloodshed, mob 
violence, arson, pillage, the filthi- 
est cruelty; the subvereion ofall 
principles, the persecution of 
faith, the shaming of reason and 
justice, together with the shame- 
less, ridiculous and diabolical per- 
version of truth; the exploitation 
of the baacr clements among the 
people; tho dissolution and dis- 
integration of international order 
—all these we sec, And we geo 
attempt to spread to the corners 
of the carth—corrupting and un- 
dermining with money, with an

been able to turn away from it 
entirely, 

During the lust seven years I 
have suffered much. Lhave-gone 
through deep waters because of 
the chaotic conditions in China, 
the lopping off of our richest pro- 
vinces, the. death .of my saintly 
mother, flood, famine, and the in- 
trizues of those who should have 
been helping to unify the country. 
AN these things have made me 
see my own inadequacy. More 
than that, all human insufficiency. 
To try to do anything for the 


country seemed like trying to put’ 


out a great conflagration with a 
cup of water, Sometimes I would 
say to myself (never to my hus- 
band): “What if we do achieve a 
strong unified country? In the 
sum, total of things what does it 
amount to! As surely ag a coun- 
try rizes to the zenith, so surely 
does it decline!" 

During these years of my mar- 
ried life, I have gone through 


threo phases that are related to ° 


my religion. First, there was a 
tremendous enthusiasm = and 
patriotism—a passionate desire 
to do something for my country. 
Here was my opportunity, With 
my husband, I would work ccase- 
lesaly to make China strong. I had 
the best of intentions, But some- 
thing was lacking. There was 
no staying power. I was depend- 
ing on self, 


Then came the second phase.’ 


The national tragedies, to which 
I have referred, happened and I 
was plunged into dark despalr. 
And then I realised that spfritual- 
ly I was failing my husband, My 
mother's intluence on the Gensral 
had been tremendous. . His own 
mother was a devout Buddhist, It 
‘was my mother’s influence and 
personal example that led him to 
become a Christian, Too honest 
to promise to bo one just to win 


‘her consent to our marriage, he 


had promised my mother ho 
would study Christianity and 
read the Bible. And 1 suddenly 
renlised that he was stiqking to 
hla promise, ever after she was 


gone; he had promised my mother’ 


and yet there were'so many

there, But mother was no longer 
there to do my interceding for 
me. It seemed to be up to me to 
help the General spiritually, and 
in helping him J ywrew spiritually 
myself, 

Thus I entered jnto the. third 
period where [ wanted todo not my 
will but God's, Life ix really very 
simple; and yet how confused we 
muke at it! In old Chinese art

ject, perhaps a flower, on a scroll.

subordinated to that one heauti-: 


ful thing, A integrated Hne is 
like that. What is the one flower? 
As I feel it now, it is the will of 
God, But to know and do His will 
calls for absolute honesty with 
oneself, and using one’s mind to 
the best of one’s ability, Political 
life in full of falsity and diplo- 
macy and expediency, My firm 
conviction is that one’s greatest
